Southeast 
of the city, near 
the Ana- 


heim Railroad. 
Under the paternal 


care of Conductor Hansen, 
we sallied 


out from the depot at 
10 A. m., ami 


with a pleasant hour's ride, made the 
station of Norwalk, 
about 
six miles 


beyond 
Downey. 
This station 
has 


been called 
into existence during the 


past few months 
by the extension 
of 


the Anaheim 
Branch. 
At present it 


can boast only a modest 
depot build- 


ing and 
one house; 
but a town has 


been laid out and doubtless 
a thriving 


settlement 
willspring up there within 


the next year. 
From the statiou our 


party took teams and a drive of three 
miles brought us to the Colony lands. 
Atesia comprises a tract of 3,500 acres. 
The surface 
is almost 
level, with a 


uniform slope? 
to the Southwest, 
and 


the whole lying high and 
dry. 
The 


soil of the tract, which we traversed 
from one end to the other, seems to be 
rich 
and 
capable 
of 
cultivation 


throughout. 
Itis a dark, sandy loam, 


producing 
in 
many 
places 
a 


very 
thick 
growth 
of 
mustard, 


which 
is 
said 
to 
be 
a 
sure 


index 
of 
fertility. 
We saw 
one 


spot which seemed 
rather light and 


sandy and another 
which exhibited 


signs of alKali, but these 
were 
of in- 


significant area. 
Altogether, we have 


never examined 
a tract of undevelop- 


ed land ofequal extent which present- 
ed a finer appearance. 
But the great 


wealth of the section 
is iv the never 


failing supply 
of 
water 
which 
is 


known to underlie 
the whole. 
At a 


depth of twelve feet, surface water can 
always be secured

well is down 187 feet. 
With a proper 


reservoir 
and distributing ditches, it 


would irrigate 
100 acres of land. 


Artesia is to be divided into 40-acre 


farms and, in the centre, a town will 
be laid off" in lots varying from 50x150 
feet to two acres. 
The town is to be
